Wathtocton — tT>— The supreme 


court refused today • request by 
counsel for the American Federa- 
tion of Labor for a ruling on the 
extent of the labor board's "pow- 
ers in prescribing bargaining units" 
Jn settling disputes over collective 
bargaining representation. 


This was an outgrowth of the 


long conflict between the federa- 
tion's craft unions and the CIO's 
industrial unions. 


Joseph Padway. federation attor- 


ney. requested the ruling in a pe- 
tition for rehearing of litigation in- 
volving a board_ order abrogating 
a closed-shop contract between the 
International 
Association of M?- 


chinists and the Serrick Corporation 
of Muncie, Ind. 


Padway said the rehearing peti- 


tion did not challenge the supreme 
court's Nov. 12 decision sustaining 
the contract abrogation but was di- 
rected only to the bargaining un- 
it question. 


Board's Order 


The board had directed the com- 


pany to bargain collectively with 
the United Automobile Workers of 
America, a CIO industrial union, ra- 
ther than the federation craft union 
which covered only part of the com- 
pany's employes. 


While upholding the board's cr- 


der. the supreme court explained 
that it was unnecessary "to pays 
upon the scope of the board's pow- 
er to determine the appropriate bar- 
gaining unit" 


Explaining that 
he considered 


"the unit question the most im- 
portant 'issue in the case," Padwey 
added: 


"It is of utmost and vital impor- 


tance to petitioners (I. A. M.). and 
to all other organizations affiliat- 
ed with the American Federation of 
Labor, that a determination respect- 
ing the extent of the board's pow- 
er* in prescribing bargaining units 
be obtained."

Hope to Britain in War 
BY DEwrrr MACKENZIE 


Italy's military and economic dis- 


organization has injected an entire- 
ly new element into the war and 
created a serious position for the 
axis powers. 


The measure of the fascist diffi- 


culty is clearly marked by 'the ex- 
tent of the upheaval in Mussolini's 
high command—a suprprising turn- 
over which il duce either -has un- 
dertaken to meet some exceptional 
condition or has had thrust upon 
him. The Italian leader is in process 
of meeting an emergency which is 
not wholly explained by the defeat 
at the hands of the Greeks. 


British circles In London, trying 


to read between the lines, claim to 
see indications of political troubles 
in Italy. Some British military of- 
ficers even express belief in re- 
ports of disorders. 
However, we 


mustn't 
overlook 
that 
wishful 


thinking might bring them to that 
view in any event. 


Perhaps the greatest reassurance 


which Mussolini's followers get in 
this trying moment is the vigor and 
authority with which he is attack- 
ing his problem. Certain it is that 
he will need the full power of his 
leadership for it is doubtful wheth- 
er he has been on a tougher spot 
excepting perhaps when he defied 
world opinion and invaded Ethiop- 
ia, and again when he had to make 
the fateful decision as to whether 
he should take his people into the 
present war. 


Public Against War 


One is bound to wonder whether 


his trouble is unconnected with his 
entrance into the conflict as an al- 
ly of Hitler.' As I have reported be- 
fore in this column, having studied 
the position at first hand In Italy 
not long before the war I am con- 
fident that the public as a' whole 
was averse to entering into any 
partnership with Hitler. I repeat 
this by way of emphasis, for I be- 
lieve this fact is likely to have a 
marked influence on developments. 


Mussolini's trouble is. of course, 


his enemy's good fortune. 
This 


lucky break for Britain and her al- 
lies which (whatever the underly- 
ing causes) was brought to a head 
by the Greek show, might easily 
produce a big swing in the trend of 
the conflict. It's the greatest op- 
portunity Britain has had thus far 
to strike a crippling blow at the 
Axis through Italy— as good a 
chance as she Is likely to get at 
trying to force Italy's collapse. 


Season Helps England 


Britain's task will be to marshal 


the strength to strike the blow. 
This must be achieved in face of 
such a fierce German aerial assault 
as was marked by last night's great 
raid on London (said by Berlin to- 
day to be the heaviest ever car- 
ried out against England), and the 
continued sinking of allied and neu- 
tral shipping which the British sfcy 
has now reached a weekly average 
of 84,000 tons—a serious menace in- 
deed. 


Fortunately for Britain the win- 


ter months all but preclude a Ger- 


man attempt at direct invasion. That 
may come in the spring, however, 
and it will be a race against time 
for the British to try to" knock 
Mussolini out soon enough to release 
badly needed naval and air forces 
from the Mediterranean, both to 
check Hitler's effort to throw an 
army into the British isles and to 
meet the submarine and bombing 
menaces. 


Look To Colonies 


London continues to look hope- 


fully toward France's African col- 
onies for help in the forthcoming 
offensive against the fascist on the 
dark continent 
That there is a 


growing pro-British feeling in these 
colonies there is no doubt, but 
whether it will reach the point of 
military cooperation Is a matter of 
speculation at this juncture. 


The French government at Vichy 


naturally condemns any such action 
by the colonies. More than a few 
observers, however, incline to the 
belief that when all is said ajid done 
old Marshal Petain, as head of the 
Vichy government and those who 
are fully in sympathy with his pol- 
icies, wouldn't be at all averse to 
seeing the colonies join the British. 
There is a steadily growing under- 
current of feeling in France that 
her salvation lies in the victory of 
Britain and her allies. 


Meantime the immediate business 


in hand—the Italo-Greek conflict- 
continues to progress favorably for 
the Greeks. Their capture of the 
town of Argirocastro has deprived 
the Italians of an important 
base 


and still further weakened Italian 
resistance in this region. However, 
we ought to hear more of Musso- 
lini's counter measures in the im- 
mediate future.

The principal function of organiz- 


ed labor is to "serve as the repre- 
sentative of all urban 
workers, 


whether organized or un-orgamzed. 
particularly on economic aspects." 
Professor Edwin E. Witte, of the 
department of economics at Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, told delegates 
at the trj-state convention of pulp 
and paper unions last night at Rain- 
bow Gardens. 


Professor Witte, who was chair- 


man of the committee which drew 
up the national social security leg- 
islation, was the principal speaker 
at the banquet attended by about 
200 delegates and their wives from 
Minnesota, Upper Michigan, and 
Wisconsin. The banquet climaxed 
the Appleton meeting. Business 
discussions were held in the city 
Sunday and delegates are scheduled 
to resume conferences nt Green Bay 
Tuesday. 


"We have minimum wage and 


hour laws because organized labor 
fought lor them," Professor Witte 
said. "Actually, they were needed 
more by unorganized labor . . . Or- 
ganized labor was the first active 
supporter of an old-age pension pro- 
gram and is interested in not only 
just wage scales but everything that 
benefits all working men and every 
element of our society." 


The sphere of organized labor's 


interests and activities has widened 
swiftly since the trade union move- 
ment began in this nation, the pro- 
fessor said. Elections, relief, con- 
scription and many other phases of 
our national life are of vital sig- 
nificance to unions and their mem- 
bers. 


"Union leaders, to be good ones, 


must look years ahead. Union lead- 
ership has long recognized that all 
conditions of industry must be con- 
sidered; not just wages, but wheth- 
*r industry can thrive and prosper 
under the conditions which the.un- 
ions seek. 
Industry must 
have 


profits left; good unions always con- 
sider the welfare of the entire in- 
dustry."

One of the most important mis- 


•ions of organized labor, Professor 
iWitte said, is "to establish indus- 
trial democracy, to humanize in- 
dustry, to Introduce "civil rights and 
jto give workers some .kind of an 
•Quity in their jobs. Workers want 
io be treated as human beings and 
'to have a voice in determining the 
Conditions under which they" mus't 


v England has proved, Professor 
fWWe Mid, that rh* retaining of un- 
'ioos and their'leaders is a help 
rather than a deteriment in time of 
•war. He refuses to accept the wide- 
'•pread theory that one of .the lead- 
ing factors in France's downfall 
'ins the 40-hour week witti con- 
jequent decrease in production. 
' "France went off the 40-hour week 
16 months before the war started 
.and suppressed unions 
and their 


leaders," the professor said. "You 
•;know the role France played in the 
war that followed. 
England, on 


the other hand, called one of its out- 
standing labor leaders, Ernest Be- 
vin, into its inner cabinet.

to sell a good product and hard to 
sell a poor one. He emphasized the 
importance of cooperation between

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Conscript ion Legality 
In Peace Time 


Our ne\v conscription law was under 


attack recently in the New York federal 
courts. Several persons under indictment 
for refusing to register raised the ques- 
tion whether Congress in peace time may 
compel men to take military training. 
They were supported in court by the 
Worker*' Defense League, probably a cou- 
sin of the workless Daily Worker. How 
these radical organizations love to take 
the name of labor in vain. 


Of course, we had conscription laws 


before. And their validity was upheld by 
the courts. But those laws were not 
passed in peace time. So the argument 
is that while we may have conscription 
after war is declared, we may not have it 
to prepare for war. 


The Supreme Court of the United 


States, in sustaining the validity of the 
1917 Conscription Act, said that since the 
Constitution gave Congress the power "to 
wage war," it must conclude that it meant 
to wage war effectively and successfully. 
If success in war meant the turning of 
the nation into an armed camp, an armed 
camp it must b«. 


Of course, there isn't a tiddlywink of 


•ente in the objection to the prevailing 
conscription law. If thit nation cannot 
prepare an army in advance of a conflict 
it may fear is forming on the horizon, then 
it is defeated because time is the essence 
of these things, and there is .no time after 
the guns start to boom. 


According to the 
Workers 
Defense 


League, we would have to ait supinely 
upon eur doorsteps while a foe landed 
fiv* or six million men in Canada and an* 
other foe landed another army in Mexico, 
and still other foes established air bases 
from the Caribbean to the gulf of the St. 
Lawrence, but as soon u all the foes put 
together started to converge, Congress 
might undertake a debate upon whether 
conscription was necessary. It would 
then never pass a conscription law. It 
would be> useless. 


Tfit Frying Pan and f h« Fire 


Representative local government offi- 


cials of Wisconsin, through the League of 
Wisconsin Municipalities, have for sever- 
al years carried on an admirable program 
of public education on the financial prob- 
lems besieging municipal authorities dur- 
ing the depression decade. 


Today, with a new rash of taxpayers' 


leagues breaking out in Wisconsin, those 
efforts have a particular importance. It 
is absurd to believe that we can achieve 
a reduction in our tax burden by merely 
complaining about it. We must under- 
stand the background of the tax burden 
if we are to attack the problems arising 
out of it reasonably and intelligently. 
In 


that respect the League's program has 
been worthy of praise. 


It is the organization's contention, for 


example, that as long as the localities— 
and the local taxpayers as a consequence 
—have to put up $35,000.000 a year for re- 
lief and other welfare costs, the $110,000,- 
000 annual property tax bill of the state 
can scarcely be reduced. 


It is the League's long-standing de- 


mand that the state government at Madi- 
son make possible a lightening of the 
property taxpayers' load by absorbing a 
greater share of the relief obligations 
of government, a share at least equal to 
that carried by its local subdivisions. 


Now that's an eminently logical posi- 


tion. The state is now, in fact, carrying 
a disproportionately small share of the 
cost of WPA contributions, direct relief, 
and all forms of social security aid. An 
increase in state participation would nat- 
urally make possible local tax relief. 


But the League's position is measur- 


ably weakened when it makes that de- 
mand blindly, without any consideration 
of the possibility that the state govern- 
ment has complex and difficult financial 
problems of its own, and without suggest- 
ing how the desired reduction in property 
tax levies could be replaced by new state 
taxation. 


We can all agree that the property tax 


'unfairly burdens the man of modest 
means, the persons of low income. 
But 


where would the state government put 
its hands on $35,000,000 a year in new in- 
come, should it take over the localities' 
'present relief and welfare costs. Can it 


be exptctoi that an/ ksjiiia. 


ture would approve a tripling in the rates 
of the income tax laws? 


Any new state taxation, it is to be 


feared, must bt applied to the very same 
little fellows whom the League wants to 
be relieved from property taxes. 
The 


problem would not be solved. It would 
simply be disguised and hidden. The an- 
swer to the League's problem is not to 
be found in a mere shifting of responsi- 
bility. It must include a practical way 
for the state to meet the responsibility, and 
the more help the local officials can offer, 
the better will be their chances of achiev- 
ing their aim. 


Impotent Commission 


The impotency of one of the state cap- 


ital commissions which is theoretically 
among the most important in the state 
government was forcibly illustrated this 
week when the Winnebago county board, 
after considerable hemming and hawing 
over a period of more than a week, ve- 
toed what is probably the largest single 
project in the immediate program of the 
state highway department. 


Although the state highway commis- 


sion, made up of experts and supposed to 
guide the development of a sound, state- 
wide highway program, was created to 
administer the state highway fund, a sin- 
gle county board which for reasons best 
known to itself would not cooperate has 
been able to forestall effectively the im- 
portant Highway 41 reconstruction and 
relocation program. 


Recently 
state 
highway authorities 


were asked to survey Wisconsin highways 
in relation to national defense. The state 
officers answered, in reply, that one of 
the most important immediate needs, for 
civilian as well as defense purposes, was 
the modernization* of Highway 41 from 
Green Bay to Milwaukee. 
One of the 


most important segments of that job, ob- 
viously, is the Winnebago county terri- 
tory. 


This week the county board of Winne- 


bago had two alternatives before it. 
It 


could authorize a bond issue, which would 
be pledged by the state treasury, to pro- 
vide the funds needed for an extensive 
part of the relocation immediately. 
It 


could adopt a "pay as you go" policy and 
ear-mark its annual state gasoline tax 
alottments for an improvement job ex- 
tending over a period of years. 


The state would have approved either 


plan. 


The Winnebago county supervisors, 


however, declined both alternatives, and 
thus stymied the state highway commis- 
sion indefinitely. However important the 
Highway 41 project may be, there is noth- 
ing that the state highway department 
can do about it although it collects $35,- 
000,000 in highway funds each year, so 
hemmed in by restrictive legislation are 
the state highway managers. 


We believe this situation is significant 


There is something wrong here. If the 
state commission is powerless to inaugu- 
rate a highway improvement job which 
ranks as presently the most urgent in the 
state, there is small need for a highway 
commission. 
Conversely, it is apparent 


that too much of the power rightfully be- 
longing to that commission has been del- 
egated to others, and that the latter, in 
this instance the Winnebago county board 
members, are too willing to allow local 
self interest to stand in the way of a proj- 
ect which possesses not only regional and 
state, but national importance. 


Our American Chinese

them loose against their will. 


Many of these prejudices against pre- 


vailing practices in our land are humor- 
ous, and certainly none more so than the 
Chinaman's attitude toward the telephone. 
He doesn't like the idea of calling another 
Chinaman by number. 
He is so insistent 


upon this point that the great telephone 
company, which we have been told has 
neither heart nor soul, has installed a 
system just to meet his whim. 
China- 


town in San Francisco has its own ex- 
change with Chinese telephone operators, 
where conversations like the following are 
commonplace. 
A Chinaman lifts the re- 


ceiver and says, "Mr. Charles 
Chong, 


please." 


And now we quote from the article: 


'"Which 
Charles Chonj: do you 


mean?' a.«ked one of the Chinese girls 
who handle the switchboard in the ex- 
change, with nimble fingers and alert 
minds. 


"'Mr. Charles Chong with specta- 


cles,' you answer. 


" 'We have two of them with specta- 


cles. 
Do you want to speak to the 


tall one or the little fat one?' 


" "The little fat one, please, and there 


5s your party." 
Perhaps the country is content to put 


up with the Chinaman's idiosyncracies 
since it has learned of his loyalty and de- 
pendability, traits which he has in more 
generous quantity than many of the races 
on this earth.

Washington—The boys around the diplomatic 


corps aren't saying anything about it, but it 
was the son-in-law of Ogden Hammond, protni 
nent New Jersey capitalist and ex-Republican, 
who recently was detected taking $2,000,000 
into Mexico. 


The gentleman in question is Count Roberti, 


for many years attached to the Italian embassy 
in Washington, and now attached to the Ital- 
ian legation in Mexico City. Countess Roberti 
was Mary Stevens Hammond, eldest daughter 
of Ogden Hammond. 


Count Roberti had come from Mexico City, 


to New Orleans to pick up the $2,000,000. J. Ed- 
gar Hoover's alert G-men got wind of the 
transaction and tipped off the Mexican officials, 
f o when Count Roberti arrived on the other 
side of the border Mexican inspectors demand- 
ed to see what was inside his suitcase. Count 
Roberti demurred, claiming diplomatic immun- 
ity. 


The Mexicans opened his bag anyway, dis- 


closing two millions in American bills. The 
young Fascist claimed that the money was only 
to pay the expenses of the Italian legation in 
Mexico. And although $2,000,000 is obviously 
enough to run Italian diplomatic establish- 
ments for five years, the Mexicans were forced 
by the laws of diplomatic immunity to hand 
the money back. 


It was while Ogden Hammond was serving as 


ambassador to Spain during the Coolidge ad- 
ministration that his daughter met Count Ro- 
berti. Since his retirement from diplomacy, 
Hammond has been president of the Broadway 
Improvement company, vice president of the 
First National bank of Jersey City, a director 
of Public Service corporation of New Jersey 
and various other firms. He was also active on 
behalf of Fascist Spain at the time Italy was 
aiding Franco, and participated in various 
fund-raising drives for the Fascists. 


Note—U. S. officials strongly suspect that 


part of the $2,000,000 carried by Count Roberti 
to Mexico was used to pay for the obviously in- 
spired demonstration against Vice President- 
elect Wallace soon after he arrived.

CAMPAIGN PROBE 


Attorney 
General Jackson's selection of 


Maurice Milligan to run his nationwide probe 
of campaign expenditures is a tip-off to the 
political TNT behind it. District Attorney Mil- 
ligan, who sent Kansas City's notorious Boss 
Pendergast to jail, is no glamor boy, but one 
of the toughest and most relentless blood- 
hounds in the prosecuting business. 


When Milligan hits the warpath, he always 


comes back with scalps. This time he is armed 
with a potent weapon which a lot of the boys 
overlooked—that forgotten Section 305-6 of the 
Corrupt Practices Act, which makes it a penal 
offense for anyone to fajl to report contribu- 
tions above $50 for political purposes in two 
or more states. 
'Milligan already has a considerable pile of 
evidence concerning wealthy GOP backers who 
distributed large checks over widely scattered 
state lines. A $5,000 check from a prominent 
midwestern manufacturer turned up in the 
Willkie campaign in Kentucky. And from a big 
Eastern manufacturer, went a splatter of four- 
finger checks to Maine, Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire and Massachusetts. 


New Dealers are firmly convinced that the 


Republicans spent at least $50,000,000 in the re- 
cent battle. This figure may be far-fetched, but 
Milligan is out to learn just how much was 
poured out through the innumerable Willkie 
campaign organizations. 


On Milligan's list for federal grand jury 


probing are scores of individuals in more than 
fifteen states, among them: Joe Pew, Pennsyl- 
vania's oilman boss; several duPonts: Edgar M. 
Queeny, St. Louis, head of the Monsanto Chem- 
ical Co.; Cloud Wampler, head of a Chicago 
bond house; Hays MacFarland, head of a large 
Chicago advertising firm; Sewell Avery, chair- 
irxi of U. S. Gypsum Co. and Montgomery. 
Ward; William Patterson, president of United 
Air Lines. 


Among the states due to pass under Milli- 


gan's hard-boiled microscope are Indiana, Min- 
nesota. Michigan, Illinois, Missouri. Ohio. Penn- 
sylvania and New York. Last, but possibly not 
least. Milligan plans to do some quiet checking 
of the GOP convention, convinced that this 
might prove a fruitful field for inquiry. 
duPONT CHECKS 


The Democrats were hard-pressed for cash 


during the recent campaign, but even so they 
got a laugh when the Democratic congressional 
campaign committee opened two identical let- 
ters and found in them two checks—one for 
S4.000 signed by Felix duPont, Jr., and another 
for $3,000 signed by him but drawn to the ac- 
count of Lydia C. duPont. 


(With each check was an identical note, on 


cheap paper- without a letterhead, reading: 
"Gentlemen: Attached you will find a check to 
be used solely for the Willkie campaign." 


Both envelopes were addressed: "National 


Congressional Campaign Committee." Appar- 
ently the dtiPonls had forgotten to specify "Re- 
publican." However, the Democrats returned 
the money, and Captain Victor H. Harding, 
secretary of the committee, wrote the senders 
as follows: 


"Except for the identical statement in each 


letter instructing that the checks be used 'sole- 
ly for the Willkie campaign," there is no indica- 
tion that the checks are not intended for us. 
However, I am returning them to you in order 
that you may make the desired use of them. To 
us Democrats it is hard to imagine people hav- 
ing so much money they can throw it around 
like this." 


Note—The Felix-Lydia duPont checks may 


not necessarily have been meant for expendi- 
ture in two states. However, another duPont 
check for $4.000 which turned up in North Da- 
kota, is being investigated. According to The 
Fargo Forum, it was signed by Lammot duPont, 
leading member of the family, and made out to 
John Gray, chairman of the Republican state 
committee. It was drawn on the Wilmington 
TWirt Company.

Rising above them will be the Pres- 
ident's stand, with its fluted col- 
umns, three armchairs (for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Chief Justice of the 
Supreme 
Court

Hughe?, and Vice President-elect 
Wallace) and 96 other chairs for the 
presidential party. Stretching away 
to the north will be the Senate 
wing and to the left, the House- 
seats for 784 persons, all told—and 
beyond that only foot room. 


In years past, there have been 


seats for thousands built on the 
House and Senate steps; high up on 
the roof of the Capitol, in the sha- 
dow of the Statue of Freedom; and 
across the Plaza. But labor and 
lumber have this year made that 
impossible. 


Plans Incomplete 


President Roosevelt's plans for 


the January 20 event when he will 
—the first man in history—take *he 
oath of the nation's highest office 
for the third time, have not been 
fully announced, but, indications 
are that it again will be as simple 
as the President's wish can make * 
highly complicated ceremony that 
draws from two to three hundred 
thousand visitors to Washington. 


Out of such a mob of course, only 


3 tiny minority will be able to wit- 
ness the actual swearing in. The 
President, standing almost over the 
same spot where Lincoln stood, 
without benefit of canopy, In 1861 
and again four years later, will re- 
peat his oath after the Chief Jus- 
tice, and following that make his 
inaugural address. All of those who 
are seated will, you can be sure, be 
friends of congressmen and sen- 
ators, 
or political potentates 
of 


some high order, for practically all 
the tickets for seats 
are issued 


through the joint congressional in- 
augural committee. 


In January, 1937, President Roose- 


velt took his oath in a downpour— 
but even then there were no vacant 
seats and not much standing room. 
That was the first time the inaugu- 
ration was held on January 20 in- 
stead of March 4 and many were 
Ihe murmurs that one of the great 
benefits of the Lame Duck amend- 
ment would be that hereafter the 
inaugural would be held indoors. 
Plans, however, were made for t 
outdoor inaugural again this year 
without any official suggestion of 
change, but as the time approaches 
and 
stretches 
of bad 
weather 


lengthen, there is much unofficial 
talk that this may be the last of the 
open-air oath-takings. 


Same Old Boards 


By a coincidence, President Roo- 


sevelt will be taking his oath from 
the same boards that he did in 1932. 
but not in '36. The contractor, who 
built the stands in 1932 missed the 
bid in '36, but made it this year 
and announced gleefully to Lynn 
that he had the cut lumber, col- 
umns and roof all in storage. 


By a coincidence, too, if the

Washington, D. C.—Why can't we be riven some facts before being 


atked to defer or strip our own defenses and our mercantile marine, 
spend perhaps a third to a half of the wealth created here since Christo- 
pher Columbus, to finance a foreign war—and then get into it all across 


the world? 


The gallant knights of the round table who are so 


keen and strident on our doing this to redress the 
wrongs of the world are, of course, as sincere and 
patriotic as those who are not so keen. But does ei- 
ther camp have a sufficient basis of facts upon which 
to rest a reasonable judgment? 


One set of reports says that Germany is failing 


through the economic strangulation of the blockade. 
Another says that her reserves are ample, and by 
mixing chemically produced vitamines with various 
forms of filler and using other ersatz materials she 
can continue indefinitely at least to defend her gains. 


Some rumors and conjectures say that English 


shipping and industries are so badly impaired that 


JthBMB 
her critical hour is at hand—others that, while she is 


battered, Hitler's air battle, now in its third phase, is thus far a German 
defeat as decisive as any of the fourteen great military decisions of all 
aistory. 


Some say that we must fight for England to preserve democracy, oth- 


ers that the upper hand in England is state socialism and that—win, lose 
or draw—though we may become 
allied in the war with the appear- 
ance of a democracy, we shall 
c'ome out of it married to a social- 
,stic state in a "new world order," 
which has precious little resemb- 
ance to anything American. If that 
happens, maybe the totalitarians 
are right and this is a world revo- 
lution. We should know where we 
are going. 


We are told, on the one hand, 


that British resources to pay for 
supplies here are exhausted. On the 
other, this is disputed. We are told 
that British finances are sounder 
than ever and that her resources in 
all parts of the world are practical- 
ly inexhaustible. 
In the middle 


ground, banker Jesse Jones and 
orchardist Henry Morgenthau say 
that Britain—who already owes us 
and is in default of upwards four 
billions and is now apparently 
about to ask for unlimited credit— 
is a "good risk." That is very far 
from what banker Jones calls "a 
good risk" in his own banking busi- 
ness down in Texas. 
Only Thing Certain Is 
That Defense Is Too Slow 


We are told that our own se- 


curity is dependent on multiplying 
our military and naval strength and 
equipment. On the other hand, it 
is urged that we detach the bulk 
of our navy to base on Singapore, 
sell or give some of it away, and 
divort much of our airplane and 
other 
armament 
productions 


abroad. 


This particular writing is nei- 


ther to agree or disagree with ei- 
ther side. It is to question the re- 
sponsibility of either side in bum's- 
rushing this whole country to pos- 
sibly fatal decisions without know- 
ing what they are talking about. 


How England and France could 


have remained so ignorant of the 
land strength of Germany, I don't 
know. The world is now painfully 
aware that they took fatal decisions 
without knowing facts. I only hope 
that we shall not follow that ex- 
ample. 


We don't 
know, 
and I doubt 


whether our government 
knows, 


the facts in Britain and in Europe 
which we. should know before we 
decide—and we apparently 
don't 


enow the extent of British resources 
iiere. We don't know, and I doubt 
{' our government knows complete- 
ly, the progress of our own defense. 
In this latter field, at least, 
it 


knows far more than it has permit- 
ted our people to know. 
| 


The recent almost panic rush to 


get u?, all unready, into the war 
—mostly incited by people who will 
not fight and who have not shown 
enough facts to justify their course 
—beats any hysteria in the whole 
of our history and that « going 
some. 


One thing at least is certain. We j 


need total American rearmament 
and we are not getting it half fast 
enough.

The biggest share of Appleton's 


property tax dollar, 43.3 per cent, 
goes to support the public and vo- 
cational school system, according to 
figures compiled by Joseph A. Kox, 
city treasurer. 


The rest of the city, including the 


general fund 
covering 
operating 


costs, the library fund, park board 
snd other expense takes 31.4 per 
cent of the tax dollar. 


The county's percentage is 24.3 


and the state takes about 1 per 
cent of the money levied against 
Appleton real estate and personal 
property. 


The figures were based on Apple- 


ton's new 1941 tax rate of $19.50 per 
$1,000 of valuation and its resulting 
property tax income of $949 261. The 
rate this year was S20 and the city's 
property tax income totaled $9."2.28G. 


Based on the tax rate per thou- 


sand. $19.50, the schools, public and 
vocational, take $8.45 compared to 
the city's share of $5.10 and the 
county's portion of $4.75. Twenty- 
cents of the rate goes to the state. 


The reduction in rate and the re- 


sulting decrease in the tax levy 
boosted the share for schools slight- 
ly this year, from 43 per cent to 43.3 
per cent. The city's share of the «ax 
dollar was increased about 2 per 
cent while the county's share drop- 
ped 2 per cent. 


The city's percentage was in- 


creased mainly because of the con- 
struction of the municipal swim- 
ming pool which is estimated to 
cost about 80,000. The sum of $15.000 
was placed in this year's budget and 
the remainder of the cost will come 
out of next year's levy. The city 
will not go into debt or bond to pay 
for the pool.

Mailing Rules Simple, but 
Need Review Each Christmas 


Postmaster Stephen Balliet today 


pointed out to the public ways and 
mean* of assuring safe and sure 
delivery of their Christmas cards 
and packages and of helping the 
post office staff during the busy 
Christmas season. . 


The rules are. simple, but Impor- 


tant, both to the public and to the 
post office. 
During the 10 days 


preceding Christmas, the Appleton 
post office handles four times its 
normal amount of mail. 
On the 


two heaviest days, the volume is 
seven time* as great or 110,000 let- 
ters a day. 


Thirty-five men and five trucks 


are added to the postal force dur- 
ing the Christmas rush, bringing to 
nearly 100 the number of men em- 
ployed. 
* 


The postmaster vsuggested: "If 


your friends have moved, you fre- 
quently do not change the address 
on your list Therefore, if you 
aren't sure of their address, send 
the letter with a 2-cent stamp in the 
city—and this includes the four lo- 
cal rural routes, which are con- 
sidered local—or the 3-cent stamp 
for out of the city. We give these' 
2-cent and 3-cent stamps directory 
service if we have the new address 
of your friends. 
This matter of 


change of address is very impor- 
tant. For the past several years 
the Appleton post office has de- 
stroyed 4.000 to 5.000 letters sent 
with a li-cent stamp because they 
were incorrectly 
addressed and 


were not given directory service." 


Return Address 


•The postmaster pointed out that 


if an addressed tag is tied on a 
parcel, a card with the sender's 
name and adress should be inserted 
within the package. Thus if the 
tag is torn off, the package will be 
returned to the sender. 


The postmaster advised against 


using unusually small envelopes, 
which are difficult to cancel, or 
red and green envelopes, which are 
difficult to read.

The Appleton post office receives 


many cards and letters which are 
not addressed; or often carry the 
name "Appleton, Wis." when some 
other city is meant. The postmas- 
ter emphasized the importance of 
looking over cards and letters care- 
fully before mailing them.

mailing early, especially of cards 
and packages destined 
to

long distances. 


He advised the use of strong pa- 


per and heavy twine in the wrap- 
ping of parcels to be mailed. Ar- 
ticles easily damaged or broken, 
should be endorsed "Fragile" and 
must be packed, crated, or boxed. 
If they contain liquids, they should 
be so marked arid liberal quantities 
of excelsior or other packing ma- 
terial should be used. 


Do not enclose any writing in a 


parcel, or in a letter with a li-cent 
stamp, except a greeting such as 
"Merry Christmas" or "Happy New 
Year." If such writing is found, the 
sender will be charged for postage 
at the first class rate. On heavy

Lag in Defense Work Offers 
Only War Argument-Clapper 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—Fear that we will be led unawares into the war lies be- 


hind much of the controversy over aid to Britain. Public sentiment is 
held back by that fear. When specific measures of aid have been pro- 
posed in the past, the opposition to them has sprung from fear that we 
would be led into active fighting. 


Yet a most drastic change in public sentiment and 


in official direction would be necessary to take this 
country into war. Probably only some sensational de- 
velopment in the war itself could bring about any 
such sharp change. 


Until now, at any rate, the policy within the gov- 


ernment has been to draw the line against anything 
that would be likely to bring us into physical en- 
counter with the axis but to favor measures which 
do not involve that risk. One is given to understand 
that Secretary Hull, who is a powerful influence in 
basic matters of policy, makes that the test and that 
thus far there has been full White House support for 
it 


For instance, despite what has been printed, there 


Clipper 
js no serious official inclination to undertake naval 


convoy service for shipments to England, because that would involve 
probable physical encounter. To transfer our destroyers to the British 
involved no such danger. We will deliver planes for Britain at the dock 
but will not send them across in our ships because that might involve 
physical encounter. 


That, up to now, has been the 


dividing line. If that policy is ad- 
hered to, we cannot become in- 
volved in the war by anything we 
might do. The axis is not looking 
for new enemies to take on now, 
and what the axis does if it wins 
the "war will be dictated by what 
it believes to be its interests—not 
by whether we now give much aid 
to Britain or only some aid. 


The only real matter of doubt is 


whether President Roosevelt in- 
tends to adhere to that policy. Any 
attempt to change it and to risk 
physical encounter with the axis 
•would provoke a deep split within 
his official family, and within his 
following in congress. 


As events abroad have gone up 


to now, it would be difficult for 
Boosevelt to switch the policy— 
practically a political impossibility. 
He could only do it if supported

Situation Was Different 
In First World War 


Much of our fear now springs 


from memory of the first World 
war. But it should be remembered 
that from 1914 to 1917, for almost 
two and a half years, there was 
vehement public agitation, led by 
some of the most influential citi- 
zens, for going into the war. From 
Theodore Roosevelt on through the 
list were strong voices upenly de- 
manding that Wilson go to war. He 
was badgered, bedeviled, and ridi- 
culed as a pussyfooting note-writ- 
er by press and platform. We had 
a war party, in effect, plus the in- 
side intrigue for war from the U. 
S. embassy in London and from 
banking and industrial houses in 
this country. 


We have none of that this time. 


Or none of it at least bold enough 
to come out in the open. Even the 
William Allen White committee is 
most guarded when it gets close to 
the subject of war—it doesn't feel 
there is enough public sentiment so 
that it is even safe to agitate the 
question openly. 


Any group which wants to advo- 


cate going into war will encounter 
not only the initial hostility of an 
overwhelming public sentiment but 
it will have the difficulty of show- 
ing how our going in would work 
effectively. We could send the navy 
over—and leave the Pacific exposed 
at the moment when Japan would 
like to move south. We could send" 
an army and land it in England, if 
we had an army, equipped and rea- 
dy to move and with transportation 
to supply it—but what would it do 
there? 


The only practical argument that 


can be made now for our going into 
war is that it would stimulate our 
own defense work. The way to pull 
the teeth of that 
argument is to 


push defense production with more 
lhan the half-hearted effectiveness 
that now exists. If we don't, then 
t will be argued with increasing 
Torce and effectiveness that the on- 
ly way we can build our defense 
will be to go to war so that the 
necessary 
national will can be 


aroused. At the moment, that is the 
sest opening a war party would 
have for its case.

The brave light of Greece against 


the Italians who dared to invade 
the country wat a surprise to the 
outside world. Although helped to 
some extent by Great Britain, it 
ww the Greeks themselves who did 
most of the work of driving Mus- 
solini's soldiers out of the country 
and into Albania. 


Such an event may take our 


minds back to ancient times, when 
Greece was the world's leading na- 
tion. It was the leader not so much 
in war as in the arts of peace, but 
there were times when the Greeks 
did extremely well in defending 
their country. 


Greek thinkers and writers were 


the greate«t of their day. Statues 
made by ancient Greek sculptors 
are among the best ever produced 
before or since. Their famous think- 
ers included Socrates, Plato and 
Aristotle. Another was named Ar 
chimedes, and we shall have more 
to say about him in later stories 
thi« week. 


One famous war effort of the an- 


cient Greeks was made at a narrow 
pass called Themopylae. The name 
means "Hot Springs," and the re 
gion contains hot springs to this 
day.

The Persians came back by lar. 


and sea. A mighty storm sank hun 
dreds of their ships. 


On the land the Persians tried to 


break through the pass at Ther- 
mopylae. but it was defended by 
7,000 brave Greeks. By the end of 
the first day of fighting, hundreds 
of Persians had fallen. 


Finding that he could not break 


through the pass. Xerxes ordered 
a large part of his forces to cross 
the mountain by a steep path. This 
was done, and the Greeks were al- 
most surrounded. 


Before it was too late, the Greek 


general, Leonidas. ordered most of 
his army to retreat "As for me," he 
said, "I shall stay with a few men 
and defend this pass." 


So it came about that 400 men, 


mostly Spartans, stayed at the pass 
of Thermopylae while the other 
Greeks escaped. All of the 400 were 
struck down by the Persians, but 
their bravery has shone through 
the pages of history.
